Downtown Fire Left Destruction 
Ὁ S\At Fifth and Wabash Avenue

A FEW weeks ago on writing the 
4 story of the Naylor Opera 
House, the fire of 1896 was men- 
tioned. This brought to mind an- 
other fire, more destructive in loss 
of lives and property, which was 
one of the greatest in our city’s 
history. This was the Havens and 
Geddes fire of December 19, 1898. 

On August 5, 1893, Herman Hul- 
man sold to the Havens and Geddes! 
Company his entire property at 
Fifth and Wabash which extended 
almost all the way to Cherry street 
upon which Hulman and Company 
had been operating since 1857. The 
property sold included Numbers 
500, 502 and 504 at the northeast 
corner of Wabash at Fifth street, 
and Numbers 19, 2T ,23 and 25 ex- 
tending north on Fifth. Also in- 
cluded in the sale was lot Number 
19, the original location of St. 
Stephen's church on the west side 
of North Fifth street, upon which

The fire extended across to the 
east side of the alley between Fifth 
and Sixth streets and completely 
ruined the first building there. 

It was rebuilt and is the present 
location of the General Furniture 
Store. 

On the west side of Fifth street, 
the building on the corner and the 
one next to it were also destroyed. 
They, too, were rebuilt, and are the 
present locations of the Fair Furni- 
ture Store and Harry's Variety 
Store. 

At the height of the fire, the 
members of the Havens and Geddes 
Company received a telegram from 
their Mutual Insurance Company 
by whom the contents of their 
buildings were covered. The tele- 
gram expressed regret at the loss 
and stated one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars had been deposit- 
ed to their credit. 

The next morning while doing 
business in the Koopman Building 
at Sixth and Cherry, The Old Line 
Insurance Company who covered 
the buildings, wired that they, too. 
had deposited one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars credit for 
them. 

They subsequently sold their 
property and moved to Indianap- 
olis taking with them many of their

Will Gosnell 
pulled box 64, which is located at First 
and Wabash avenue, and|box 28, at 
First and Poplar streets, was sent im by 
Frank Hunter. Box 29 is ane of the old 
interfering boxes and it was pent in while 
Νο. 64 was in operation, cutting the lat- 
ter out. The sooner the city gets rid of

The fire, which started in the south- 
west corner of the picking iroom in the 
third floor, spread very tapidly, the 
walls being impregnated with grease from 
the wool.

He thought the 
loss on the building, machinery aud 
stock would aggregate $15,000 or 
more. The plant is insured for $20,000 
with several companies. 

“Will you rebuild?", was asked uf Mr. 
Havens by the writer.

“The company wil hold a meet- 
ing soon and will doubtleas decide to 
repair the damage done by the fire and 
Start over n--nio.

Terre Haute’s Historic Theater

A SPLENDID project, a huge 
building, a dismal failure, an 
established success and a memor- 
able fire, this is the story of the 
birth, life and death of the old 
Naylor Opera House. It burned 
July 22, 1897. 

It was built on the northeast cor- 
ner of Fourth and Main streets, the 
latter not having arrived at its 
modern title of Wabash avenue, by 
the Terre Haute Opera House Com- 
pany, a corporation made up of 
some of the leading business men 
of the city. The first Board of Di- 
rectors consisted of S. S. Early, 
Wm. B. Warren, Owen Tuller, 
James E. McGregor, F. V. Bis- 
chowsky, Wm. E. McLean, D. W. 
Minshal, C. C. Hosford and L. A. 
Burnett. 


Other Stockholders. 


Other stockholders were J. F. 
Gulick, Emanuel Rothschild, Jacob 
Engler, C. N. Gould, Lee Goodman, 
George E. Brokaw. The capital was 
$150,000.

cern and it was the foreclosure of 
the mortgage by Bissell & Co. of 
Hartford, Connecticut and the sale 
to Wilson Naylor in 1884 that trans- 
formed the house into a success. 

The builder was James Hook, 
whose other buildings in and about 
the city testified to his skill over a 


ilong period of usefulness. The ar- 


chitect was Josse A. Vrydagh who 
in the span of thirty years planned 
many of Terre Haute's finer busi- 
ness and residence structures. 

The building was of three full 
stories, with a mansard roof and 
dormer windows. The first or street 
floor, facing on Main street, had 
three storerooms with a rather nar- 
row stairway on each side of the 
middle room. These led to the sec- 
ond floor where a wide hall sepa- 
rated. a number of office rooms 
across the width of the front from 
the theater proper. Through a. wide 
|doorway one entered the parquet 
and orchestra floor while at either 
side stairways led to the family 
circle, or balcony, above which but 
entered from the outer hall, was 
the gallery, whose chief charms 
were an entire lack of formality 
or decorum and the economical 
cost of twenty-five cents admission 
through this was usually supple- 
mented by a five cent bag of pea- 
nuts. , 

At the rear of the orchestra floor 
was the stage. on either side of 
which were the stars’ dressing 
rooms and the property rooms. Be- 
low were the dressing rooms of the

lesser lights. Still farther down, be- 
low the stage and on the street 
floor was that necessary adjunct 
of the house, popularly called a 
saloon in the days that preceded 
the cocktails. » 

Between the acts, the male por- 
tion of the audience resorted there 
by way of the side door that led to 
the fire escape on the Fourth street 
side. - f 

The corner room on the street 
floor and the adjoining middle one 
were first occupied by Warren, Ho- 
berg.& Co., known today as the 
Root Dry Goods Co. The east room 
was occupied by J. R. Freeman's 
Jewelry store and A. H. Dooley’s 
Book store. A few years later these 
were succeeded by E. W. Leeds 
and E. L. Godecke. 

The second floor offices were 
held by Robert Van Valzah, dentist, 
who was succeeded by Chas. E. 
Ervin, who survived for many 
years. The third floor rooms were 
the quarters of Social Lodge No. 86, 
F.&A.M.. 

The site selected by the company 
was some thirty years earlier 
known as the Spinning Wheel Cor- 
ner. This was a pioneer dry goods 
Store that finally yielded to the 
great fire of 1864. Following this 


the block had been partly rebuilt 


with frame structures. The com- 
pany paid the various owners more 
than $40,000 for the site and spent 
a total of nearly $280,000 on the 
project. s Caps 
Completed in December, 1870, it 
was a magnificent house, well 
planned, well executed, finely deco- 
rated and furnished. The gas light- 
ing was far beyond. anything ever 
seen here in advance of such cities. 
as Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis 
and Indianapolis. It was a bold ven- 
ture for a city of 16,000 people but 
the center of a circle a hundred 
miles in diameter from‘ which to 
draw and was expected to be a 
paying venture. j 
The Night.
